Japanese Troops Continue to Arrive at Dalny 
at the Rate of One Thousand 
a Day. 


Great Interest Being Taken In Meeting 
in St. Petersburg—Interview

Large Number of Guns Are Also Being Landed—Successful 
Operations Against Forts Around Port Arthur-Re¬ 
newed Activity Along the Shakhe River. 


(Associated Press.) 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 20.—The Zem¬ 
stvo repreeentatfvea at a meeting to-day 
, adopted the remainder of the carefully 
prepared memorandum, practically em¬ 
bodying a recommendation for a national 
representative body to have a share In 
the government, and besides considered 
several supplementary articles providing 
for the practical co-operation of the 
Zemstovs In the Red Cross work, and 
for the extension of school facilities. 
The memorial and minutes of the meet¬ 
ing will l»e bcitt to Prince Sviutopolk- 
Mirskx. 

The agitation must compel the gov¬ 
ernment to net. A parting of the ways 
is at hand, and the autocracy, it would 
seem, must once more choose whether 
the people shall be allowed a vote in the 
government, for it is inconceivable that 
it cun allow the agitation for a convocn- 
tive body to decide whether the time 
has not come, in the language of the 
memorial, “For a specially elected body 
to participate in legislation.’' 

Without the intention of yielding, re¬ 
actionaries of course are horrified at 
the mere suggestion of anything ap¬ 
proaching a parliament or a constitution. 
All their power and influence already 
are in the scale, but no matter which 
way tpe balance swings, the decision is 
bound to mark an epoch in Russian his¬ 
tory. 

Interest in Movement. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 21.—The interest 
in the meetings of the Zemstvo represen¬ 
tatives is intense. The war and all other 
questions are temporarily forgotten. 
Nothing else is talked off. Liberals from 
all parts of the Empire are flocking 
hitlTer, including many from Polaud 
ami Finland, and hotels are crowded. 

The permisison granted by Minister of 
Interior Mirsky was for au essembly of 
three hundred. The participants and 
friends display complete confidence in 
the protection afforded by the minister 
and bis most outspoken sentiffieuca. The 
situation altogether is unparalleled, 

1 Nothing approach toCt a. *ntherlhg has 
ever been permittedTm Russia before. 

As evidence of fbp remarkable state 
of affairs,it is snfflrient to mention that 
one of the most prominent speakers yes¬ 
terday w»s M. Petronkeivitch Tver, 
who spent tweuty-four years in exile, 
and who had only been allowed since 
Prince SviatopoUj-Mireky’s advent to 
couie to the capital. Nevertheless, the 
most able men 'in the assembly are coun¬ 
selling moderation, and are doing every¬ 
thing possible to prevent demonstrations 
which might compel interference. 

One of the strongest men of the con¬ 
ference said to the Associated Press: 
”We want to mak# our position plain to 
the government, btyt we desire to avoid 
every appearance- or lawlessness. I 
sincerely hope thofmeeting will be pro¬ 
ductive ofgreat goo<l.

Two young men came from England to 
Canada a short time ago for the purpose 
of gathering material to put in n book. 
The publication was 4o be issued for the 
purpose of demonstrating that the chief 
of the colonics is at heart opposed to 
preferential trade, aufi, not incidental¬ 
ly, that Mr. Chamberlain is leading a 
movement that egnnof succeed. The 
writers had uo difficulty iu finding what 
they were looking for. They were able 
to demonstrate that the ex-Colonial Sec¬ 
retary’s ambitidn of a united Empire 
could never be realized. It only took 
them a few weeks to find this out. What 
part of Canada they investigated is not 
very clear. They certainly could not 
have scrutinized the whole country 
within the very short time at their dis¬ 
posal. It was necessary that their work 
should be done hurriedly in order that it 
might be utilized as a handbook or text*- 
book during the political campaign that 
is said to be pendirfg. 

But the enterprising English investi¬ 
gators did not limit their inquisition to 
the acquirement of evidence in proof of 
the futility of the Chamberlain pro¬ 
gramme. They noted many things of 
which Canadians are ignorant. The lack 
of homogeneity in the population struck 
thetu with something akin to dismay,. 
They went home and published their 
serious misgivings about the future of 
this country. The reasoning seems to 
be that Canada would be a very uncer¬ 
tain quantity to become tied up to in a 
preferential commercial bond. It is dif¬ 
ficult to say what the course of a few 
years may bring forth. The northern 
half of the continent may bo smashed 
luto political fragments at any time 
through a collision of the antagonistic 
elements that inhabit it.

The original popu¬ 
lation of British origin may not be cap¬ 
able of assimilating them. Who can 
tell what a decade may bring forth? 
Observe the possibilities of the alliance 
Chamberlain woujd form? . If these 
young men write under contract with 
the Liberal party of Great Britain, the 
leaders of the Liberal party of Great 
Britain must be a pusillanimous coterie 
©f office-seekers. They cannot be very 
much superior to the public men of

Suit Filed Involving Largest Canary 
Interests on the Pacific Coast.' 

According to an exchange obe\>if th« 
hardest fought aud nJ>*t fiir-rvacjiing 
battles ever waged in tjie ♦late of Wash¬ 
ington promises to result’ from the suit 
filed in the Federal court/ in \Vhatt*ftm 
county, against the Pacific Packing & 
Navigation Company, the-Pacific AYrfbri- 
can Fisheries Company and the Alagk*. 
Packers* Association, ofl Thursday by 
Prosecuting Attorney Ilealey, of that 
county. Associated with Mr. Henley as 
assistants in the cast* nte Dudley G. 
Wooten, James B. Ben vis aud J. W. 
Bryan, of Seattle. 

The proposed action involves property- 
valued two years ago at bver $1,000,080, 
and practically threaten*'‘the interests 
that at present control the salmon indus¬ 
try of l’uget Sound. Further, it wifi re¬ 
sult in au indefinite delay in the confir¬ 
mation of the receivers* sale of the Pa¬ 
cific American Fisheries, which took 
place last Saturday, and which was bid 
in for the sum of $310,000, 'and may 
cause the forfeiture of the $81,000 de¬ 
posited to bind that sale.* 

Eighteen concerns, incon>orated and 
doing business under tbe laws of the 
state, are named a* defendants in tbe 
complaint, which alleges, among other 
things, that they ure corporations In 
name only, and that they are, to all prac¬ 
tical purposes, controlled by the Pacific 
American Fisheries Company, the Pa¬ 
cific Packing Company and the Alaska 
Puckers’ Association. ^ 

It is further set up that the combina¬ 
tion was formed for the deliberate pur¬ 
pose of securing, in defiaime of law*, the 
use nnd privileges of thepAiing licenses 
and the location of weir*, nets and the 
like; that it,'is, to nil purpose*, a trust, 
is also uUuted in the *-*i$inlnint, which 
further prays that pending’ the final hear¬ 
ing and determination of the suit that 
the fish commissioners of tbe state !>e 
enjoined from issuing any fish licenses 
or from recognizing as valid any loca¬ 
tion for fishing purposes sought by the 
defendants or by anyone claiming nuder 
their authority. The complaint also de¬ 
mands that a temporary, sent raining oja 
der be grafted ngalnst defendant^

There will be two or more 
delegates in attendance from the Main¬ 
land who will express the views of their 
clubs upon the proposals submitted. 

It will be remembered that a commit¬ 
tee of Victoria representatives were en¬ 
trusted with the revision of the compe¬ 
tition rules, constitution and by-laws of 
the British Columbia league. They have * 
labored hard, and already copies of the 
amendment's have been sent to all con¬ 
cerned. 

As might be expected, there are some 
important «Iterations. For instance, in 
the second clause of “the rules of com- 1 
petition the proposal amalgamation is 1 
«nticipaV*d by the insertion of the fol¬ 
lowing: "The games for the cup shall be 
played in two circles—the Mainland 
teams and the Island teams. The win¬ 
ners of these games respectively shall 
be entitled to the chnmpionship of the 
Mainland and tho championship of the 
Island respectively, without further con¬ 
test. These two teams shall then com¬ 
pete for the provincial championship. 
The arranging of the schedule of the 
games on the Mainland nml the Island 
eball be left in the hands of the delegates 
from those ports respectively’. Provid¬ 
ed, however, that they In* ready to play 
for the final ns scheduled by the com¬ 
mittee.” 

Then, again, an interesting change is 
euggested regarding the fetation of the 
■league games and the final mutch. Re¬ 
ferring to this the amendment says: “All 
league matches Amst be played off prior 
fto the date named each year for the 
final game; but the date for the final 
may be postponed, but only by the 
unanimous order of the executive offi¬ 
cers. Any tram or teams failing to 
comply will be disqualified.” 

In regard to the appointment of n 
referee—one of the most important mat¬ 
ters iu connection with any league game 
—the revised regulations state: "The 
referee shall not belong to either of the 
competing clubs. Clubs may agree on 
the appointment of a referee; but should 
clubs not be able to agree they Bhould 
apply for n referee to tho secretary of 
the association, and give at least four

1 think 
that the systematic production of ucw In¬ 
struments which It Is Intended <o puss off 
| us genuine old once Is really small. 

| **But the number of real StradIvarH ex- 
| 1st lug Is large. Ktradlvarius lived to be 94, 
i and be worked for 75 years. Ills art was 
his sole occupation. It was his life, bis 
love. He was never without a tool In Ids 
hands, aud he worked right up to the end 
of his life. At bt^death he had 92 lustra 
incuts unsold lu his possession, aud a 
large number were scattered throughout 
the world. 

“We, my brothers and I, estimated when 
we were writing the life of Stradlvartus, 
tluit he made on an average two vlollua 
and one ’cello In a» mouth. W« put the 
tidal down at over L100 Instruments, of 
wh'cb .540 *were violins. I should not be 
surprised If the numlier of violins was at 
least 100 more than that. 

“In the upheavals that arose In Europe 
after 1700 mauy of the Instruments ccr- 
I taluly suffered destruction. But since 
1815 very few Indeed have been destroyed. 

“Many of the Strnds we have seen have 
! suffered sod knocking about. Players who 
| rannot play sometimes think It Is the 
I fault of the Instrument, and bestow p*n- 
i Ishmcnt which would be better given to 
themselves. Others are In apleoWd condi- 
; tlon. Sen or Sarasute has three. Ill* 

I ‘17:44,' which has been hi* sole Instru¬ 
ment for 30 years, aud Is In continual use. 
la as fresh now as when we overhauled It 
I 20 years ago. 

I “Naturally the value of a Strad depends 
on Its condition. Strnd‘varlus himself 
• barged what would now be £10 to £15 
for a violin aud £35 for a ’cello. An aver¬ 
age specimen now fetches from £600 to 
f1,000, and a fine specimen from £1.200 up¬ 
wards. In 1«*0 we gave £2,000 for ’be 
Meeste,' the fiddle whJeh had belonged to 
AlaTd, the master of Sarasate.

They prefer running lu nothing but a loin¬ 
cloth, and do so whenever they grt safely 
lK*yood the eye of the police, who have or¬ 
der* strictly to administer the law against 
nudity. The fare paid for this prolonged 
Journey was, If I remember rightly, abort 
three shillings for each rickshaw, the extra 
! shilling being a gratuity thrown In for 
! good service. I know that It purchased so 
n tit nr b tasting* on my honorable heodr a* 
cannot yet be quite exhausted. And hav¬ 
ing made our farewells at the railway sta¬ 
tion, the coolies started back at once for 
tlielr own village. _

The 
house In which I lodged soon took Are, but 
! no attempt was made to put out the 
' flames, and when I made some effort the 
owner protestIngly said: 

•• ‘Why go to any trouble? If the house 
and all the things were not t*be horned 
why did the fire come?’ 

“After trying to rally ft crowd to fight 
the new flanu-s, and not succeeding In 
raising a single recruit, I determined to 
save at least my own trunk, though I 
could not tqll how the people would take 
It. No more policemen came, and after 
I four houses bad In-en burned down tie*

Capt. J. 0> Coy has received a telegram 
from Hind, ltolph A Company, owners of 
the bwrkeutine Mukawell, asking for fur 
thcr particulars about the wreckage found 
on the West Coast. TbU» was alluded to lu 
Saturday's Times as being evldeutly that 
of the Mukawell, but Information la <■»at¬ 
tained In the message received to-day 
which throws doubt on the Identity of the 
vessel wtfleh met disaster. 

The company say that the Mukawell did 
not load lumber *» reported. but carried 
coal, uud 4f shipping paper* i*u be accept¬ 
ed as nu authority she willed for MasaGan 
on October 31st. There seems no question 
but that a Ufe-buoy bearing the name of 
the harkeniluc has been found, but this Is 
far from convluslv* evidence when taken 
In connection with the news published of 
the finding of wreckage tlrat the Mukawe'i 
tftui been lost. 

There Is, however. Just cause for grave 
auxiety about the craft, for, according to 
the Indian reports to the readouts at 
Olayoqaot the stern of a vesael was cast 
up oo <the shores on one of the Islands off 
that vlHage. near where the life-buoy was 
discovered. Hind, ltolph & Company are 
doidroa* of ascertaining a fall description 
of this, and whether It bears any marks of 
rocognK Ion. 

There la Just a probability that the wreck 
is that of a lumber carrier, which would 
account for the large quantities of freah 
lumber coming ashore. This Consists large¬ 
ly of b»ague and groove, nnd it la said to 
be scattered along the Coast, principally In 
the neighborhood of neaquolt, which is a 
village lying about twenty tulles to the 
northwest of Clayoquot. 

Indications are that the vessel -wrecked 
came to grief on the Inlands where the 
wreckage, la strewn.!' The lumber, how¬ 
ever, may only hare come fmm some 
scitoouer, which Jettisoned a deck load In 
stress of weather, such as was discharged 
from a vessel off Man Francisco a few 
weeks ago. It has V>-u found that drift 
of this kind Invariably finds Its way north 
to Vancouver Island during the winter sea¬ 
son. whither It Is carried by prevailing 
winds apd currents.

Moore, 
a laboring mnu. was killed last night by 
three negroes who attacked him in a 
saloon. The three negroes. Jam*** Oar- 
field. John Taylor and Edward Taylor, 
came into the saloon and with the 
words: “We will clean out all you white 
dogs,*’ began firing. Moore fell dead 
without a word. 

Edward Taylor aud Garfield were 
caught and lodged in jail. At midnight 
a crowd gathered ou the outskirts of the 
city with the intention of attacking the 
jail to secure the negroes. A riot alarm 
culled all the policemen from their beats, 
nnd they were stationed 1 In aud around 
the jail. 

The mob, 300 strong, finally moved on 
the jail. Withiu two squares of the 
prison a police picket hailed the lender 
with the salutation: “la there an Odd 
Fellow iu this crowd?” The crowd halt¬ 
ed and a man stepped from the front 
rank. In a hurri.il conversation the po¬ 
liceman told him that 40 officers were in 
nod around the jail, that it was a atone 
and steel structure, and that an attack 
meant wholesale bloodshed.- The leader 
returned to his fellows, who were armed 
with firearms of all kinds, and counsel¬ 
led abandonment of the undertaking.
